To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Strood  Rural  District  Councils 

Mr*  Chairman^  Ladies  and  Gentlemen ^ 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  present 
to  the  Local  Authority  a  report  on  the  health  of  the  area  administered 
by  the  Authority  as  soon  as  is  possible  after  the  end  of  each  year. 

Observations  on  some  matters  included  in  statistical  detail 
within  the  body  of  the  report  have  been  singled  out  for  special  comment* 

The  Personal  Health  Services  provided  in  the  area  under  the 
National  Health  Service  Act^  1946  are  the  direct  responsibility  of  the 
County  Council  and  are  not  in  any  way  co-ordinated  with  the  local 
District  Council's  Health  Department  services  §  whose  main  function  is 
the  control  of  infectious  disease 9  environmental  hygiene  including 
abatement  of  atmospheric  pollution 9  clearance  of  unfit  houses  and 
hygiene  of  food  premises o 

POPULATION 

The  Registrar  General *s  estimate  for  I96I  was  28 9 810  being  an 
increase  of  1480  over  the  previous  year *^8  estimate* 

NATURAL  INCREASE  OP  POPULATION 


The  number  of  Births  in  I96I  exceeded  Deaths  by  331* 

BIRTH  RATE 

The  corrected  birth  rate  per  1000  of  the  population  was  19 ©26 
and  thus  the  tendency  for  the  Rural  District  to  have  a  higher  birth 
rate  than  the  National  average  for  England  and  Wales  (I96I  -  1794) 
continues.

The  corrected  death  rate  for  I96I  was  II0O7  per  1000  population 
being  slightly  in  excess  of  the  previous  year’^s  figure  of  IO0I2  but 
still  remaining  below  the  national  average  for  England  and  Wales  of 
12 oO  per  1000  populationo 

INEAHT  MORTALITY 

The  death  rate  for  infants  under  1  year  of  age  was  IO0O5  per 
1000  live  births  -  the  average  for  the  5  yoars  was  12o35« 

rate  for  England  and  Wales  in  I96I  was  21 o 4  per  1000  live  births o 

The  total  number  of  children  under  1  year  of  age  dying  in  the 
Rural  District  was  6  but  of  these  5  died  within  1  week  of  lifee  One  of 
the  children  dying  was  illegitimate o 


Of  21  male  deaths  from  Cancer  8  were  due  to 
Cancer  of  the  Lungo 

Of  the  21  female  deaths  from  Cancer  none  were 
due  to  Cancer  of  the  Lung  but  8  were  due  to 
Cancer  of  the  Reproductive  Organs.

Apart  from  Measles ^  generally  mild  in  character ^  (9^^^  of  notifications) 
notifiable  infectious  disease  occasioned  little  concemo

YEHEREAL  DISEASE 

There  was  a  marked  increase  in  confirmed  cases  of  venereal  disee^-se 
attending  the  special  clinics  §  18  as  opposed  to  9  during  the  previous  year 
while  the  total  attendances  increased  from  182  to  275  (approximately 
505^  risa)o 

HOUSING 

OBBa^aasmoMKaoEaMtEaws 


In  the  report  for  i960  which  was  conterminous  with  the  ending  of 
the  Council's  ^^jear  programme  of  clearing  unfit  properties  it  was 
recorded  that  18  houses  within  the  programme  remained  to  be  inspected  - 
this  figure  had  at  the  end  of  I96I  been  reduced  to  10  and  consideration 
was  being  given  to  formulating  a  further  programme  for  clearance  of  unfit 
properties  after  survey  of  the  di strict « 

yACCINATIQH  AND  P3MUNISATIQI 

Prom  figures  supplied  for  the  area  by  the  courtesy  of  the  County 
Medical  Officer  it  appears  that  a  high  acceptance  rate  for  all  forms 
of  preventative  inoculation  and  vaccination  has  been  maintained  within 
the  area  of  the  Rural  District  Ooimcilo 
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ENVIROHMENTAL  HYGIEUE

The  principle  task  of  the  Council's  Public  Health  Inspectorate 
is  the  maintenance  of  a  satisfactory  standard  of  hygiene  in  the  district 

Evi,dence  of  their  routine  control  of  food  premises  §  canteens, 
sanitary  feci lities  for  agricultural  workers 9  superv^'ision  of  caravan 
sites 9  housing  inspectionp  attendance  on  complaints,  pest  control,  etc. 
can  be  ascertained  from  tables  contained  within  the  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector's  section  of  this  report* 

Some  basic  environmental  health  matters  are 9  however9  not  easy  of 
solution*  The  99  properties  still  on  standpipes,  the  2$1  properties 
using  pail  closets  and  1?  with  privies  are  only  fractionally  fewer  than 
the  previous  year  and  must  be  subjected  to  regular  review® 

SEWEBAQE 

Cliff e  remains  the  only  major  village  on  cesspool  drainage  but 
because  of  the  nature  of  the  subsoil  there  are  rarely  any  complaints* 

The  Council  housing  estate  which  is  being  established  iii  the 
village  is  on  main  drainage  to  a  local  sewage  works  and  it  is  hoped 
that  the  Council  target  for  main  drainage  for  the  whole  village  will 
soon  be  achieved* 

REFUSE  COLLECTIOI 

In  conformity  with  its  policy  of  furthering  improvement  in 
hygienic  practice  in  its  area  the  Council  approved,  in  principle,  the 
introduction  of  paper  sack  refuse  collection,  and  organised  a  pilot 
scheme  under  the  control  of  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor  * 

There  can  be  no  doubt  that  this  form  of  receptacle  will  be  the 
accepted  type  for  refuse  collection  by  all  progressive  authorities  in 
the  future  as  the  sanitary  bin  in  common  use  is  far  from  what  its  name 
implies*

Mr«  Chairman^  Ladies  and  Gentlemen ^ 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  Caravan  Sites  &  Control  of  Development 
Act 9  i960  licences  were  granted  for  sites  at  Allhallows ^  Hoo  and  Meopham, 
Progress  in  carrying  out  improvement  has  been  slow  partly  due  to  the 
fact  that  a  period  of  three  years  has  been  allowed  within  which  to  carry 
out  the  improvements  and  9  in  the  case  of  Adiaers  Wood  site^  Meopham^  the 
future  use  of  the  site  will  not  be  knom  until  the  Minister  of  Housing 
and  Local  Government  makes  known  his  decision  following  the  public 
inquiry^  In  re-planning  the  site  owners  have  met  with  difficulty 
regarding  provision  and  spacing  ©f  caravan  staaidings  due  to  the  increasing 
manufacture  and  use  of  larger  caravans  both  in  length  and  widths 

Regarding  atmospheric  pollution  the  problem,  of  dust  and  grit  from 
cement  manufacturing  works  continues  to  be  the  chief  cause  of  complaint « 

In  May 9  I96I  the  kilns  at  the  Alpha  Works 9  Cliff e  were  converted 
from  coal  firing  to  oil  fuel®  This  change  has  shown  no  material 
difference  to  the  quantity  of  dust  oau^t  by  the  deposit  gauge  sited 
near  the  works  *  Two  of  the  three  kilns  at  Rugby  Portland  Cement  Works, 
Hailing  were  still  \d»thout  dust  arrestment  plant  at  the  end  of  the  year 
due  to  delay  in  the  delivery  of  steelworks. 

The  existing  legislation  relating  to  shops  continues  to  cause  some 
confusion  to  shopkeepers  as  regards  Sunday  trading  and  it  is  hoped 
that  action  will  be  taken  by  the  Govemment  in  the  very  near  future  to 
review  the  present  Act  to  clarify  its  requirements  and  remove  many  of 
the  anomolies  caused  by  its  present  applicatioHo 

As  there  is  only  one  slaughterhouse  within  the  district ^  where 
slaughtering  takes  place  on  two  evenings  per  week,  it  has  been  again 
possible  to  inspect  all  caroases  of  animals  slaughteredo  This  private 
slaughterhouse  complies  in  all  respects  with  the  Hygiene  and  Prevention 
of  Cruelty  Regulations  and  the  day  appointed  for  the  coming  into 
operation  of  the  Regulations  as  regards  this  slau^terhouse  was  1st 
April,  1961.

The  domestic  help  sertlce  is  to  proYide  domestic  help  for 
households  where  such  help  is  required  owing  to  the  presence  of  any 
person  who  is  ill,  lying  in,  an  expectant  mother,  mentally  defective, 
aged,  or  a  child  not  over  compulsory  school  age. 


Domestic  Help  and  Night  Attendance  continued 

Service  for  Old  People 

The  evening  and  night  attendance  service  is  provided  for  people 
who  are  suffering  from  illness  in  their  own  homes  and  who  should  not 
be  left  alone  at  night.  The  Service  would  not  normally  be  provided 
where  relatives  or  friends  are  available  but  limited  service  may  be 
provided  to  relieve  relatives  who  are  being  deprived  of  sleep. 

Householders  are  required  to  contribute  towards  the  costs  in 
accordance  with  their  means.
